The address of Premier Garson of Mani- 
toba before the Dominion-provincial conter- 
ence emphasized Strikingly the excessive 
succession duties collected by the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec. 

He showed that while Ontario and Que 
bec produced only 60 percent of the national 
income, they had collected about 8oO percent 
of the inheritance taxes levied in the entire 
country. He cited the figures for the period 
from June 14th, 1941, to March 31st, 1945, 
which show the net taxable value of estates 
taxed by the provinces and the duties de- 
rived from them by provincial taxation.

People who feel that they can get along 


with less meat than the ration allows may 
have the balance shipped to Britain. They 
can clo this by surrendering coupons they do 


not need to the ration officials, who will can- 
cel the coupons and transfer two pounds pe! 
coupon from the amount allocated for do- 
mestic consumption to the amount ear-mark- 
ed for export. 

Credit for this discovery given to some 
person in Vancouver, who turned in surplus 
coupons several weeks ago and was assured 
that the equivalent extra meat would be add- 
ed to the supplies going to Britain.

Two main things emerge from 
this diary. First of all, it is perfect- 
ly plain that Eisenhower was far 
more than “chairman of the board,” 
as some of his critics have tried to 


depict him. Subject to the over- 
riding directives of the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff in Washington, 


Eisenhower's was plainly the decid- 
ing voice in the strategical conduct 
of both the North African and Nor- 


mandy invasions. This fact emerges 
with all the greater effectiveness 
from Butcher's pages since he 
neither tries to depict his chief as 
the greatest military genius of all 
time nor to deprive subordinate 
commanders of the credit due to 
them, 

War in the 20th century is very 
different from all the wars pre- 
viously fought. Partly owing to the 
much greater size of moderna 
armies and partly to the immense 
increase in fire-power, which has 
greatly strengthened defence, 
battles take much longer to win 
than in former ages. The battles of 
Cannae, Blenheim, Austerlitz and 
Waterloo were all fought in less 
than 48 hours. Many of the world's

Such sins 
stain the soul, but they do not destroy it: only deliberate, 
conscious sin does that. 

What we have in mind when we talk of sin are those 
vices of pride, lust, greed, envy, cruelty, and blasphemy 
that build a mountain between man and God. Can the 
sensualist, the drunkard call himself a friend of God while 
impenitence closes his heart against Him? Until sorrow 
moves him, and faith impels him to seek merciful reinstate- 


ment, the soul of man is lost to God. And it can come 

back only on God’s terms.
